In claim 1 , insert after the second occurrence of "material" -selected from the 
group consisting of electro-corundum, monocrystalline corundum, sintered corundum, 
sintered alumina, calcined alumina, or mixtures of these, said hard material--. 

Claims 3 and 4 have been cancelled. 

This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 12 
and 15-18 drawn to a method of making a coated article, non-elected without traverse. 
Accordingly, claims 12 and 15-18 have been cancelled. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: applicant's 
arguments concerning Swei are convincing. An updated search revealed Hohner et al. 
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(5,387,467), which disclose a polysiloxane coating on aluminum oxide, but do not teach 
or disclose the species of presently amended claim 1 .
